Historical  Highlights  of  the  Boston  Red  Sox 


American  League  history  starts  with  the  season  of 
1900.  Most  of  the  teams  of  that  initial  year  of  play 
were  members  of  the  Western  League,  whose  Presi¬ 
dent,  Byron  Bancroft  Johnson,  was  the  guiding  light 
of  the  new  organization. 

A  former  Cincinnati  newspaperman,  Johnson  was 
a  baseball  fan  from  childhood  and  had  become  head 
of  the  Western  League  in  1  893.  He  was  granted  more 
authority  when  he  set  out  to  establish  a  new  major 
league. 

Teams  representing  Buffalo,  Chicago,  Cleveland,  De¬ 
troit,  Indianapolis,  Kansas  City,  Minneapolis  and  Mil¬ 
waukee  made  up  the  first-year  circuit  of  the  American 
League. 

Johnson's  idea  was  to  have  better  representation 
in  the  East.  In  meetings  in  October  of  1900,  it  was 
decided  to  vacate  Minneapolis  and  Kansas  City.  Wash¬ 
ington  was  given  the  Kansas  City  franchise. 

With  the  start  of  the  1901  season,  Indianapolis  and 
Buffalo  had  been  dropped  and  Philadelphia,  Baltimore 
and  Boston  added  to  the  fledgling  league. 

On  Jan.  17,  1901,  through  the  cooperation  of  a 
loyal  fan,  John  S.  Dooley,  and  a  Boston  sports  writer, 
Peter  F.  Kelly,  a  five-year  lease  was  obtained  on  what 
became  the  Huntington  Avenue  Grounds,  land  on 
which,  in  more  recent  years,  have  arisen  the  buildings 
of  Northeastern  University. 

The  1901  American  League  season  thus  started  with 
teams  from  Boston,  Philadelphia,  Baltimore  and  Wash¬ 
ington  comprising  the  eastern  division,  and  Chicago, 
Detroit,  Cleveland  and  Milwaukee  the  western  rep¬ 
resentatives. 

Further  expansion  did  not  eventuate  until  the  1902 
season  when  New  York  was  added  in  place  of  Mil¬ 
waukee. 

A  thumbnail  review  of  the  history  of  the  Boston 
club  of  the  American  League  follows: 

1901  .  .  .  President,  Charles  W.  Somers;  James  J.  Collins,  manager; 
the  team  finished  second:  79  games  won,  57  lo.st,  .581.  That  Boston 
team  made  history  by  leading  the  league  in  home  runs  with  a  grand 
total  of  36. 

1902  .  .  .  Finished  third,  77 — 60,  .562. 

1903  .  .  .  Ownership  of  the  team  was  assumed  by  Henry  J.  Killilea. 

Jimmy  Collins  continued  to  be  manager  and  his  team  won  the  pennant 
with  a  record  of  91  47,  .659.  The  team  again  led  the  league  in 

home  runs,  this  time  with  48.  The  challenge  for  a  series  with  the 
winner  of  the  National  League  winner  was  accepted.  Boston  proceeded 
to  defeat  Pittsburgh  in  eight  games,  5  victories  to  3,  in  the  first  World 
Series. 


1904  .  .  .  John  I.  Taylor,  son  of  Gen.  Charles  H.  Taylor,  Publisher 
of  The  Boston  Globe,  was  the  new  owner  of  the  team,  taking  over 
the  franchise  from  Mr.  Killilea  just  prior  to  the  season's  opening. 
Collins  -again  was  manager,  and  the  team  achieved  its  second  pennant 
victory,  95 — 59,  .617.  The  challenge  to  continue  the  series  with  the 
National  League  winner,  New  York,  was  not  accepted.  Cy  Young 
pitched  a  perfect  game  against  Philadelphia  on  May  5,  winning  3-0. 
Jesse  Tannehill  pitched  a  no-hit  game  against  Chicago  Aug.  17,  6-0. 
Bill  Dinneen  set  a  record  by  pitching  37  complete  games,  pitching  337 
innings  without  being  relieved.  A  club  record  was  set  with  148  com¬ 
pletely  pitched  games  in  the  season. 

1905  .  .  .  Finished  fourth,  78 — 74,  .513.  Bill  Dinneen  pitched 
no-hit  game  against  Chicago,  Sept.  27,  2-0.  Club  led  league  in  homers 
with  29.  The  great  team  which  had  won  two  pennants  was  starting 
to  show  signs  of  age. 


Jimmy  Collins 
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1906  .  .  .  Collins  started  as  manager,  but  was  succeeded  late  in 
the  season  by  outfielder  Chick  Stahl.  Team  finished  last,  49 — 105, 
.318.  The  club  lost  20  consecutive  games  at  the  start  of  the  season, 
became  anchored  in  eighth  place  and  never  emerged  from  the  cellar 
during  the  season.  The  one  bright  spot  in  the  year  was  a  24-inning 
game  with  the  Athletics  on  Sept.  1,  Philadelphia  winning,  4-1.  Joe 
Harris  pitched  for  Boston,  yielding  16  hits  and  striking  out  14.  Jack 
Coombs  was  the  Athletics'  pitcher,  giving  up  14  hits  and  fanning  19. 

1907  .  .  .  Another  unfortunate  season  for  the  team.  It  received  a 
blow  on  the  threshhold  of  the  season  by  the  death  of  Manager  Stahl. 
George  Huff  and  Bob  Unglaub  succeeded  him,  in  turn.  In  mid-season, 
catcher  Jim  McGuire  was  obtained  from  New  York  and  installed  as 
manager  .  .  .  Finished  seventh,  59 — 90,  .396. 

1908  .  .  .  Started  with  practically  a  new  team  and  the  nickname 
Red  Sox  was  officially  adopted.  Jim  Maguire  was  replaced  as  manager 
late  in  the  season  by  Fred  Lake.  Finished  fifth,  74 — 79,  .484.  Cy 
Young  pitched  another  no-hit  game,  shuting  out  New  York,  8-0,  on 
June  30. 


Tris  Speaker 


1909  .  .  .  Finished  third,  88 — 63,  .583.  The  club  led  the  league  in 
home  runs  with  21.  Tris  Speaker  started  a  streak  of  playing  in  100 
or  more  games  in  a  season  that  was  to  run  for  19  years. 

1910  .  .  .  Patsy  Donovan  was  named  manager.  Finished  fourth, 
81 — 72,  .529.  Many  accidents  and  illnesses  beset  the  team  of  which 
so  much  had  been  expected  and  which  had  been  given  the  added 
sobriquet,  "Speed  Boys".  Along  with  speed,  there  was  power.  The 
club  led  the  league  in  home  runs  with  44.  First  baseman  Jake  Stahl 
was  the  individual  leader  with  10. 

1911  .  .  .  Finished  fifth,  78 — 75,  .510.  The  misfortunes  of  the 
previous  year  continued  and  a  mediocre  season  resulted.  Joe  Wood 
was  the  only  pitcher  to  hold  up  his  end.  He  hurled  a  no-hitter  against 
St.  Louis  on  July  29.  The  team  did  tie  the  Athletics  in  home  runs 
with  35. 

1912  .  .  .  James  R.  McAleer  and  Robert  McRoy  became  the  new 
owners.  Pennant  winner,  105 — 47,  .691.  The  only  major  change  in  the 
makeup  of  the  team  was  the  return  to  action  of  Jake  Stahl,  who  had 
b#en  in  retirement  the  year  before,  to  the  first  base  job  and  he  was 
also  installed  by  the  new  ownership  as  manager.  Defeated  the  New 
York  Giants  in  World  Series  play,  4  victories  to  3,  with  one  tie  game. 
Joe  Wood's  pitching  led  the  league  with  34  victories  and  5  defeats — 
16  of  the  victories  in  a  row.  He  struck  out  258  in  the  season  and  had 
10  shutouts,  both  of  which  continue  as  club  records.  Speaker  had  222 
hits  and  stole  52  bases,  both  still  club  records.  The  team  led  in 
homers,  with  28. 

1913  .  .  .  The  injury  jinx  reappeared  and  retarded  the  team  so 
much  that  not  until  the  final  month  of  the  season  could  normal  strength 
be  mustered.  Wood  suffered  a  broken  hand  and  was  useless  most  of 
the  season.  Stahl  was  plagued  with  an  injured  leg  and  resigned  as 
manager  in  mid-season.  He  was  succeeded  by  Catcher  Bill  Carrigan. 

1914  .  .  .  Joseph  J.  Lannin  became  the  new  club  owner;  Carrigan 
continued  as  manager.  Finished  second,  91-62,  .595.  Team  started 
poorly,  was  strengthened  by  several  new  players,  among  them  Pitchers 
Babe  Ruth  and  Ernie  Shore.  Southpaw  Ray  Collins  pitched  two  complete 
games.  Sept.  22,  winning  both.  Speaker  set  record  of  456  chances  for 
a  center  fielder. 

1915  .  .  .  Won  pennant,  101 — 50,  .669;  defeated  Phillies  in  World 
Series,  four  out  of  five  games.  Now  boasting  the  finest  pitching  staff 
in  the  league,  a  great  outfield  and,  in  general,  a  well  balanced  team, 
this  great  Red  Sox  club  went  into  first  place  on  July  19  and  was 
never  headed  again.  Ruth  led  the  league  in  pitching  with  18  victories, 
6  defeats;  Wood  topped  the  league  in  earned  run  average  with  1.49. 

1916  .  .  .  Won  pennant,  91 — 63,  .591.  Defeated  Brooklyn 

Dodgers  in  World  Series,  four  games  to  one.  Seven  teams  were 
factors  in  the  race  until  near  the  finish,  when  the  Red  Sox  took  the 
lead  and  held  it.  Speaker  was  traded  to  Cleveland  on  April  12;  Wood 
was  disabled  and  lost  to  the  team  all  season.  George  Foster  pitched 
a  no-hit  game  against  New  York,  June  21;  Dutch  Leonard  pitched  a 
no-hitter  against  St.  Louis,  Aug.  30.  Ruth  led  the  league  in  earned 
run  average  with  1.75.  Second  baseman  Jack  Barry  set  a  league  mark 
with  four  sacrifice  hits  in  one  game. 

1917  .  .  .  Harry  H.  Frazee  the  new  owner  and  Jack  Barry  the  new 
manager.  Finished  second,  90 — 62,  .592.  First  war  year,  but  military 
service  by  players  did  not  start  until  after  the  season  was  completed. 
Ernie  Shore  pitched  perfect  game  against  Washington,  June  23,  after 
relieving  Babe  Ruth,  who  pitched  to  first  batter,  walked  him  and 
was  ejected  from  game  for  protesting. 

1918  .  .  .  Ed  Barrow  was  made  manager.  Won  pennant,  75 — 51, 
.595.  War  year  with  season  ending  Sept.  2.  Defeated  Chicago  Cubs  in 
World  Series,  4  games  to  2.  No  less  than  20  members  of  the  1917 
Red  Sox  had  gone  into  military  service.  Four  teams  were  in  the  fight 
for  the  pennant  all  season.  The  Red  Sox  took  the  lead  on  July  6. 
Manager  Barrow  first  used  Babe  Ruth  as  an  outfielder  when  he  was 
not  pitching.  Ruth  hit  11  home  runs  that  season.  Southpaw  Dutch 
Leonard  pitched  a  no-hitter  against  Detroit,  June  3.  Sam  Jones  was 
league's  leading  pitcher  with  a  16-5  record. 
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1919  .  .  .  Finished  sixth,  66 — 71,  .482.  The  one  bright  spot  in 
the  season  was  the  batting  of  Babe  Ruth.  Babe  hit  29  homers,  setting 
a  new  league  record  and  batted  .322  for  the  year,  along  with  pitching 
133  innings  for  an  8-5  record. 

1920  .  .  .  Finished  fifth,  72 — 81,  ,.471.  Ruth  was  sold  to  New 
York  in  January.  Team  did  well  through  month  of  May,  then  faded, 
and  wound  up  battling  Washington  for  fifth  place. 

1921  .  .  .  Hugh  Duffy  was  made  manager.  Finished  fifth,  75 — 79, 
.487.  More  stars  were  traded  and  the  beloved  DufFy  made  a  much 
better  showing  with  his  team  than  had  been  expected. 

1922  .  .  .  Finished  eighth,  61 — 93,  .396.  More  of  the  team's  star 
players  were  traded  to  New  York,  and  Duffy  and  the  team  had  little 
to  offer  in  competition.  Yet  the  Red  Sox  were  the  only  team  to  win  its 
season's  series  with  New  York. 

1923  ...  In  August,  J.  A.  Robert  Quinn  took  over  the  ownership 
from  Frazee.  Frank  Chance  was  made  manager.  Finished  eighth, 
61 — 91.  .401.  Team  was  last  in  batting,  last  in  fielding  and  last  in 
seasonal  position.  Manager  Chance,  known  as  the  "Peerless  Leader", 
kept  his  team  hustling  even  in  a  losing  cause,  and  finished  the  season 
with  the  highest  percentage  on  record  for  a  tailender.  The  outstand¬ 
ing  event  of  the  season  was  a  no-hit  game  by  Howard  Ehmke  against 
the  Athletics,  Sept.  7.  In  his  next  appearance  on  the  mound,  Ehmke 
just  missed  another  no-hitter,  holding  the  Yankees  to  one  hit. 

1924  .  .  .  Lee  Fohl  was  named  manager.  Finished  seventh,  67 — 87, 
.435.  Team  was  almost  completely  revamped,  veteran  players  being 
obtained  by  trades,  and  youngsters  acquired  .  .  .  The  team  started 
with  a  rush,  and,  by  early  June,  had  taken  over  first  place  ...  By 
mid-June  the  collapse  started,  and  weak  hitting  and  fielding  dropped 
the  team  to  seventh  place. 

1925  .  .  .  Finished  eighth,  47 — 105,  .309.  Veterans  were  replaced 
by  younger  players  and  the  experiment  continued  unsuccessfully  .  .  . 
Team  was  in  last  place  from  May  19  to  the  end  of  the  race.  Charley 
Ruffing  set  a  team  record  by  being  charged  with  the  pitching  loss  of 

25  games. 

1926  .  .  .  Finished  eighth,  46 — 107,  .301.  Wholesale  changes  in 
the  team's  roster  again  failed  to  improve  it  .  .  .  The  result  was  the 
poorest  season  in  the  history  of  the  Boston  club  up  to  that  time. 

1927  .  .  .  Bill  Carrigan  returned  as  manager.  Finished  eighth, 

51 —  103,  .331.  Only  during  July  did  the  team  show  any  improvement, 
14  games  won  against  18  losses  .  .  .  Was  in  last  place  the  entire 
season. 

1928  .  .  .  Finished  eighth,  57 — 96,  .373.  Team  managed  to  win 
seven  games  in  a  row,  a  feat  accomplished  by  only  two  other  teams 
that  year  .  .  .  Also  won  four  straight  once  and  three  in  a  row  twice 
.  .  .  Second  baseman  Bill  Regan  hit  two  home  runs  in  one  inning  in 
game  at^Chicago,  June  16. 

1929  .  .  .  Finished  eighth,  58 — 96,  .377.  .  .  Winning  only  seven 
times  in  29  games  in  May  -again  got  the  team  off  to  a  poor  start  and 
it  was  mired  in  last  place,  although  finishing  only  two  games  behind 
seventh  place  Chicago  .  .  .  This  Red  Sox  team  did  set  a  club  record 
of  fewest  strikeouts  in  a  season — 356. 

1930  .  .  .  Charles  Wagner  was  the  new  manager.  Finished  eighth, 

52 —  102,  .338  .  .  .  With  its  former  star  shortstop,  "Heinie"  Wagner, 
running  the  team,  there  was  little  change  in  Red  Sox  fortunes  .  .  . 
Team  had  the  worst  losing  streak  of  any  club  in  the  majors  when  it 
dropped  14  in  a  row  starting  May  17  .  .  .  Losing  streaks  of  11  and 
8  games  later. 

1931  .  .  .  John  "Shono"  Collins  was  named  manager.  Finished 
sixth,  62 — 90,  .408.  .  .  After  six  straight  seasons  of  finishing  in  last 
place,  this  team  was  the  most  improved  in  tha  league  over  its  previous 
year,  finishing  only  one  percentage  point  behind  St.  Louis,  which 
topped  the  second  division  .  .  .  Played  best  ball  in  final  month  of 
season  .  .  .  Right  fielder  Earl  Webb  established  major  league  record 
by  hitting  67  two  base  hits. 

1932  .  .  .  Finished  eighth,  43 — 111,  .279  .  .  .  The  schedule  which 
called  on  Boston  to  play  most  of  its  early  games,  at  home  and  away, 


with  the  strong  New  York,  Philadelphia  and  Washington  teams,  jammed 
the  Red  Sox  deep  in  the  cellar  and  they  were  never  able  to  emerge. 
Collins  resigned  June  19  and  third  baseman  Marty  McManus  took  over 
the  managerial  task  .  .  .  First  baseman  Dale  Alexander  won  batting 
championship  with  .367  average. 

1933  .  .  .  Thomas  A.  Yawkey  purchased  the  team  in  February 
for  the  start  of  his  long  regime  as  owner.  McManus  was  retained  as 
manager  .  .  .  Finished  seventh,  63 — 86,  .423  .  .  .  Under  guidance  of 
General  Manager  Eddie  Collins,  improving  player  personnel  was  started, 
but  some  of  the  changes  came  too  late  to  help  this  year's  team  .  .  . 
Went  into  seventh  place  June  19  and  finished  there. 

1934  .  .  .  Stanley  "Bucky"  Harris  was  named  manager.  Finished 
fourth,  76 — 76,  .500  .  .  .  More  revamping  of  the  roster,  highlighted  by 
trade  for  pitchers  Lefty  Grove  and  Rube  Walberg  and  second  baseman 
Max  Bishop,  made  Boston  most  improved  team  in  the  league  .  .  .  Fen¬ 
way  Park  was  rebuilt  as  one  of  the  most  beautiful  ball  parks  in  the 
land  .  .  .  Chances  for  an  even  better  final  position  than  fourth  were 
retarded  when  Grove  and  Walberg  were  disabled.

Jimmy  Foxx,  pitcher 
Johnny  Marcum,  infielder  Eric  McNair,  and  outfielder  Roger  Cramer 
were  obtained -for  this  season  .  .  .  Foxx  was  only  player  on  team  hit¬ 
ting  .300  or  better  ...  He  hit  .338  and  had  41  home  runs. 

1937  .  .  .  Finished  fifth,  80 — 72,  .526  .  .  .  Mike  Higgins  was  ob¬ 
tained  by  trade,  as  were  Ben  Chapman  and  Buck  Newsom;  Bobby  Doerr 
started  his  great  career  with  the  Red  Sox  .  .  .  Team  was  in  second 
place  Aug.  13;  then  came  a  severe  slump  that  sent  the  club  into  the 
second  division  .  .  .  Higgins  had  fine  year,  batting  .302  .  .  .  Foxx 
batted  only  .285. 

1938  .  .  .  Finished  second,  88 — 61,  .591  .  .  .  Highlighted  by  a  great 
comeback  by  Jimmy  Foxx,  Boston  had  the  most  improved  team  in  the 
league  and  worked  into  runner-up  position,  9Va  games  behincf  the 
leaders  at  the  finish  .  .  .  Showed  most  class  in  final  six  weeks  of  season 
.  .  .  Foxx  was  batting  champion,  and  voted  Most  Valuable  Player  .  .  . 
Jimmy  hit  50  homers,  set  club  record  with  175  runs-batted-in  .  .  . 
H.ggins  created  new  major  league  record  by  making  12  successive 
hits  .  .  .  Team's  chances  of  winning  pennant  might  have  been  better 
had  not  Lefty  Grove  been  lost  to  the  team  for  a  long  period,  yet  the 
veteran  southpaw  led  the  league  in  pitching  with  a  14-4  record.

Foxx  underwent  appendectomy  early  in  September  .  .  .  Ted  Williams' 
first  season  with  Red  Sox  .  .  .  Batted  .327,  drove  in  145  runs' (led  league) 
.  .  .  Foxx  batted  .360,  led  league  with  35  home  runs  .  .  .  Jim  Tabor

1940  .  .  .  Finished  fourth,  82 — 72,  .532  .  .  .  Inconsistent  pitching 
plagued  team's  pennant  chances  .  .  .

Long  recognized  among  the  most  beautiful  sports 
stadia  and  playing  fields  in  the  world,  the  handsome 
home  of  the  Red  Sox  has  become  over  the  years  a 
New  England  landmark,  one  of  the  many  proud  boasts 
of  the  residents  of  this  section  of  the  nation  and  a 
must  on  the  agenda  of  many  a  visitor  to  Boston  and 
vicinity. 

Each  baseball  season  more  than  a  million  persons 
pass  through  the  gates  of  Fenway  Park  to  cheer  on  the

Red  Sox.  Many  of  these  fans  have  taken  the  time  to 
comment  on  the  beauty,  the  comfort  and  the  many 
conveniences  of  their  favorite  baseball  park.  As  one 
such  person  wrote  recently,  "It's  best  when  the  Red 
Sox  win,  of  course,  but  it  is  always  a  pleasure  to  watch 
a  ball  game  at  Fenway  Park." 

Thrilling  action  is  the  product  available  at  Fenway 
Park  whenever  the  Red  Sox  are  in  action,  and  Owner 
Tom  Yawkey  spares  no  expense  to  see  to  it  that  New 
England  fans  can  enjoy  these  thrills  in  the  best  sur¬ 
roundings  possible. 

Fenway  Park  is  ideally  located  in  the  heart  of  the 
famous  Back  Bay  section  of  Boston.  Several  of  the 
city's  main  thoroughfares  lead  directly  to  the  park,

while  public  transportation  facilities  provide  frequent 
service  at  all  times. 

The  park  is  situated  just  a  three-minute  walk  from 
the  Kenmore  Square  subway  station  of  Greater  Bos¬ 
ton's  Metropolitan  Transit  Authority,  and  from  this 
point  direct  lines  or  convenient  connections  are  avail¬ 
able  to  the  downtown  Boston  area,  all  of  the  surround¬ 
ing  suburbs,  and  to  the  airport,  railroad  and  bus  line 
terminals  linking  Boston  to  all  outlying  points.  Taxi¬ 
cab  facilities  are  also  available  right  at  the  gates  of 
the  park. 

Commonwealth  Avenue  and  Beacon  Street,  famed 
in  Boston  history,  lead  right  to  the  Kenmore  Square 
area  as  does  Storrow  Drive,  the  newly-constructed 
highway  along  the  banks  of  the  Charles  River.  Brook¬ 
line  Avenue  and  Boylston  Street  are  other  main  thor¬ 
oughfares  providing  the  motorist  easy  access  to  the 
Fenway  Park  area.

KEEPING  FENWAY  THE  BEST— The  .entire  infield  at 
Fenway  Park  has  been  re-sodded  for  the  1957 
season,  and  starting  in  the  fall  of  this  year  the  entire 
playing  area  will  be  given  a  similar  treatment,  one 
step  in  an  ever-continuing  plan  to  keep  the  Red 
Sox'  park  the  best  in  all  the  land. 


In  recent  years,  the  tremendous  program  of  hign- 
way  expansion  throughout  all  New  England  has 
brought  Fenway  Park,  and  the  thrills  of  major  league 
baseball  in  Boston,  closer  than  ever  before  for  the  fans 
from  more  distant  points.  Nearly  every  mail  de¬ 
livery  during  recent  season  has  brought  messages  to 
Fenway  Park  from  rooters  in  southern,  western  and 
northern  Massachusetts,  New  Hampshire,  Maine,  Ver¬ 
mont,  Rhode  Island  and  Connecticut,  telling  of  the  new 
ease  and  pleasure  experienced  in  driving  to  the  Hub 
to  cheer  for  the  Red  Sox. 

Groups  of  fans  from  these  areas  frequently  charter 
buses  to  attend  the  games  in  a  body. 

Once  arrived  at  the  ball  park,  by  these  many  means 
of  transportation,  the  visitor  appreciates  all  the  more 
the  many  attractions  of  tl^e  home  of  the  Red  Sox. 
Ever-courteous  and  efficient  ticket  personnel  and  ushers 
are  on  hand  to  render  every  possible  assistance.  An 
abundance  of  ticket  booths  at  three  sizeable  main  en¬ 


trances  on  Jersey,  Van  Ness  and  Lansdowne  Streets, 
and  wide  ramps  and  aisles  provide  speedy  access  to 
(and  later  egress  from)  all  sections  of  the  grandstand 
and  bleachers. 

There  is  also  located  right  at  the  main  entrance  to 
the  park,  at  the  corner  of  Jersey  Street  and  Brookline 
Avenue,  a  roomy,  attractive  main  ticket  office,  where 
fans  may  obtain  tickets  in  advance  for  all  Red  Sox 
home  games.  Through  this  office,  too,  are  Cleared  the 
many  mail  orders  which  flow  into  Fenway  Park  on 
practically  a  year-'round  basis.  When  the  Red  Sox 
home  schedule  for  the  coming  season  is  announced 
in  the  late  autumn  of  the  year,  mail  ordersjfor  season 
tickets  and  for  individual  games  on  the  schedule  begin 
arriving.  The  process  continues  every  day  throughout 
the  baseball  season.  Each  such  order  is  given  the  same 
courteous,  thoughtful  and  efficient  consideration  as 
the  fan  receives  who  orders  his  tickets  in  person  at 
Fenway  Park. 
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It  is  inside  the  confines  of  the  park  that  the  fan 
then  truly  appreciates  the  beauty  of  friendly  Fenway. 
From  comfortable  seats  one  looks  out  on  a  scene  of 
green  grass  decorating  the  fertile  dirt  of  the  diamond, 
and  the  stands  and  surrounding  fences  follow  the 
same  soothing  green  color  scheme.  Every  section  of 
these  stands  commands  a  clear  and  satisfying  view  of 
the  action  on  the  field. 

Some  figures  of  Fenway  Park  measurements  are 
familiar  to  every  baseball  fan — the  315  feet  from 
home  plate  to  the  left  field  fence  along  the  foul  line, 
the  420  feet  to  deepest  center  field,  and  the  302-foot 
measurement  along  the  right  field  line.  But  did  you 
know  that  the  vertical  distance  from  the  playing  sur¬ 
face  to  the  top  of  the  left  field  fence  measures  37  feet, 
2  inches;  and  60  feet,  2  inches  to  the  top  of  the  screen 
on  the  fence?  The  green  backboard  at  the  rear  of  the 
bleachers  in  straight  center  field  is  66  feet  high,  and 
the  distance  is  536  feet  to  this  furthermost  point  from 
the  plate.  The  wall  tapers  down  to  a  height  of  17  feet 
in  front  of  the  bleachers;  to  5  feet,  4  inches  in  front 
of  the  bullpens  in  right  field;  and  to  3  feet,  6  inches 
along  the  right  field  line.  At  night,  when  Fenway 
glitters  beneath  floodlights  installed  first  for  the  1947 
season,  the  very  best  illumination  in  Baseball  is  pro¬ 
vided  by  seven  towers  containing  1.120  individual 
lights  of  1500  watts  each. 

Fenway  Park  was  first  opened  in  1912,  and  the 
Red  Sox  celebrated  the  move  to  their  new  home  by 
making  it  the  scene  of  the  World  Series  that  fall.  The 
Boston  Braves-Philadelphia  Athletics  series  of  1914 
was  afso  played  at  Fenway,  while  the  Red  Sox  made 
it  the  series  site  in  1915,  1916,  1918  and  1 946  as  well. 
One  of  the  first  moves  of  Thomas  A.  Yawkey  after  tak¬ 
ing  over  ownership  of  the  Red- Sox  was  to  reconstruct 
Fenway  Park  into  the  modern,  beautiful  park  we  know 
today.  Construction  was  begun  in  the  fall  of  1933,  and, 
despite  ravages  ot  a  fire  when  work  was  just  com¬ 
pleted  that  winter,  America's  most  beautiful  stadium 
was  ready  by  Opening  Day  of  the  1934  season. 


A  never-ceasing  program  of  improvement  and 
maintenance  has  kept  that  distinction  for  Fenway  Park 
through  the  years.  This  past  autumn,  for  instance,  the 
entire  infield  area  was  resodded  and  topsoil  removed 
to  improve  the  playing  surface  and  provide  fans  with 
an  even  better  view  of  the  action  than  ever  before. 

At  this  very  moment,  125,000  square  feet  of  sod  is 
being  cultivated  under  the  supervision  of  turf  experts 
in  North  Sutton,  New  Hampshire.  Come  the  autumn 
of  1957,  this  will  be  transplanted  to  provide  an  entire 
new  playing  surface  at  Fenway  Park,  just  one  of  the 
many  steps  in  the  plan  to  make  sure  New  Englanders 
will  always ^be  proud  of  the  home  of  their  Red  Sox. 

Little  wonder,  then,  that  these  wonderful  baseball 
fans  have  come  to  regard  Fenway  Park  with  much  the 
same  spirit  in  which  they  hold  the  many  famous  build¬ 
ings  and  historical  shrines  that  are  truly  the  pride  of 
New  England.

Many  Red  Sox 
players  find  opportunity  to  continue  and  advance 
their  baseball  careers  in  the  Boston  club  organiza¬ 
tion  after  their  playing  days  are  done. 


The  addition  of  a  working  agreement  with  the 
Oklahoma  City  club  of  the  Class  AA  Texas  League  and 
the  sponsoring  of  a  team  at  Lexington,  Neb.,  in  the 
new  Class  D  all-rookie  Nebraska  State  League  are  in¬ 
teresting  changes  in  the  Boston  Red  Sox  farm  system, 
long  noted  as  the  most  respected  in  Baseball. 

The  Texas  League  team  will  provide  an  additional 
training  step  for  young  players  on  their  journey  to  the 
major  leagues  and  for  the  rigorous  play  of  the  Open 
classification  Pacific  Coast  League. 

The  new  Nebraska  State  League,  started  during 
the  1956  season,  gives  Baseball  a  much-needed  cir¬ 
cuit.  It  is  a  league  which  uses  only  players  without 
previous  professional  experience.  The  calibre  of  the 
tyros  the  Red  Sox  had  was  proven  when  the  Lexington 
team  won  the  pennant. 

The  top  subsidiary  in  the  farm  system,  the  San 
Francisco  Seals,  in  a  second  season  under  Red  Sox 
ownership,  will  be  managed  by  Joe  Gordon;  who  won 
great  fame  as  one  of  the  game's  great  second  basemen 
as  a  player  for  the  New  York  Yankees  and  Cleveland 
Indians.  A  Pacific  Coast  native,  the  popular  Gordon 
took  over  the  Seals  last  season  and  aided  greatly  in 
polishing  the  players  the  Seals  sent  up  to  the  Red  Sox 
for  this  season. 

Working  agreements  for  the  1957  season  again 
will  be  in  force  with  the  Albany  club  of  the  Class  A 
Eastern  League;  the  Greensboro  club  of  the  Class  B 
Carolina  League;  the  Lafayette,  Indiana,  club  of  the 
Class  D  Midwest  League;  and  the  Corning,  New  York, 
club  of  the  Class  D  Pony  League. 

Warren  Robinson  will  move  up  and  guide  the 
Oklahoma  City  team;  Ed  Popowski  will  manage  Al¬ 
bany;  Len  Okrie,  Greensboro,  and  Elmer  Yoter,  Corn¬ 
ing. 

John  Murphy,  famed  former  relief  pitcher  for  the 
New  York  Yankees  and  the  Red  Sox,  is  director  of  this 
well-balanced  system  which  has  for  its  aim  the  pro¬ 
ducing  of  top  quality  players  for  the  parent  team.  His 
chief  aides  are  Charley  Wagner,  well  remembered  as 
a  former  Red  Sox  pitching  ace  and  a  member  of  the 
1946  championship  team;  Clayton  Sheedy,  a  well 
known  figure  wherever  there  is  baseball,  and  Eddie 
Kenney,  former  Boston  College  baseball  star. 

A  staff  of  25  Red  Sox  scouts  is  engaged  annually 
in  combing  the  entire  country  for  the  best  of  the  top 
talent  produced  in  this  baseball-loving  nation.

The  young  big  leage  hopeful  who  signs  with  the 
Boston  organization  is  indeed  fortunate.  From  that 
moment  he  enters  the  Red  Sox  system,  personal  inter¬ 
est  is  taken  in  the  young  player's  progress  and  welfare, 
both  on  and  off  the  baseball  field.  His  spring  training 
is  in  ideal  baseball  surroundings  patterned  on  those 
enjoyed  by  the  Red  Sox  stars  at  Sarasota,  Florida.  From 
time  to  time,  these  future  stars  are  given  additional 
schooling  and  an  opportunity  to  display  their  talents 
before  the  Red  Sox  manager  and  a  board  of  strategy 
at  a  special  spring  session  conducted  at  Sarasota,  a 
venture  which  has  been  most  productive  for  both  the 
players  and  the  future  interests  of  the  Red  Sox. 

The  best  of  the  constant  crop  of  baseball  talent 
the  country  over  thus  makes  the  Boston  organization 
a  prfmary  goal  in  embarking  upon  a  baseball  career.

Sarasota,  Florida,  is  famed  as  the  spring  train¬ 
ing  camp  of  the  Boston  Red  Sox. 

This  delightful,  fast-growing  city  on  the  west 
coast  of  the  state,  has  been  the  site  of  the  pre¬ 
season  conditioning  of  the  Red  Sox  since  1933, 
the  first  year  of  the  Tom  Yawkey  regime.  With 
the  exception  of  three  war  years,  1943,  1944  and 
1945,  when  travel  limitations  were  in  force  in 
conformation  with  the  war  effort,  the  Boston 
team  has  since  trained  annually  in  Sarasota. 

Sarasota  is  admirably  situated  as  a  training 
camp.  The  weather  there  during  the  month  of 
March  is  delightful  with,  the  warm  rays  of  the 
sun  pleasantly  aiding  in  the  conditioning  of  the 
players.  Seldom  in  the  near  quarter  of  a  century 
the  Red  Sox  have  trained  there  has  inclement 
weather  interfered  with  training  or  games. 

It  also  is  ideally  located.  Within  a  radius  of 
slightly  over  100  miles  are  located  the  training 
camps  of  nine  other  American  and  National 
League  teams. 

Only  12  miles  away  is  Bradenton  where  the 
Milwaukee  Braves  train.  The  state's  third  largest 
city,  Tampa,  is  only  52  miles  distant  from  Sara¬ 
sota  and  two  teams,  the  Chicago  White  Sox  and 
the  Cincinnati  Redlegs,  train  there.  Now  with  the 
completion  of  the  remarkable  Sunshine  Skyway, 
which  stretches  in  bridges  and  causeways  over 
Tampa  Bay,  it  is  only  32  miles  to  St.  Petersburg 
where  games  are  played  with  the  New  York 
Yankees  and  the  St.  Louis  Cardinals. 

Another  22  miles  from  there  is  Clearwater 
where  the  Philadelphia  Phillies  are  located.  At 
Lakeland,  in  the  central  section  of  the  state  and 
about  85  miles  from  Sarasota,  is  the  Detroit  team, 
and  at  Orlando,  a  trip  of  about  120  miles,  train 
Washington's  Nationals.  To  the  south  of  Sarasota 
is  Fort  Myers,  about  80  miles,  and  Pittsburgh's 
Pirates  are  there. 

"Home  and  home"  games  are  arranged  with 
these  teams  to  make  up  the  annual  schedules  of 
the  "Grapefruit  League".  Travel  between  the 
cities  is  done  by  chartered  buses  and  it  is  not 
an  uncommon  sight  during  March  to  see  bus  loads 
of  uniformed  baseball  players  on  the  highways  of 
that  section  of  the  state. 

The  1957  Red  Sox  conditioning  season  in¬ 
cludes  a  notable  diversion  from  the  regular  rou¬ 
tine  of  spring  games.  With  the  modern  miracle 
of  air  transportation  making  it  possible,  the  Bos¬ 
ton  squad  takes  a  10-day  trip  "away  from  home" 
to  give  the  baseball  fans  of  the  Pacific  Coast  their 
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Spring  Training

first  peek  at  a  Boston  team  since  191 1  when  the 
entire  spring  training  of  the  Red  Sox  was  done  in 
California. 

The  squad  flies  from  Sarasota  to  San  Francisco, 
for  games  with  the  "Seals"  of  the  Pacific  Coast 
League,  chief  subsidiary  of  the  Boston  farm 
system.  After  a  night  game  and  two  afternoon 
games  there,  a  night  game  is  scheduled  at  Holly¬ 
wood,  then  day  games  at  Los  Angeles,  Phoenix, 
Mesa  and  Tucson,  Ariz.,  and  New  Orleans,  La. 
Then  the  team  returns  to  Sarasota  and  resumes 
its  "Grapefruit  League"  schedule. 

Payne  Park,  where  the  Sarasota  games  are 
played,  has  grown  with  the  city  itself.  When  the 
Red  Sox  first  played  there,  the  city-owned  base- 
bail  park  was  a  fenceless,  ordinary  baseball  field. 
Over  the  years,  extensive  changes  have  been 
made  which  has  transformed  the  park  into  one 
of  the  finest  outside  of  a  major  league  stadium. 

A  wall  of  concrete  encloses  the  entire  park. 
New  stands  for  the  accommodation  of  the  on¬ 
lookers  have  been  built  and  enlarged  so  that  4200 
people  now  can  be  seated.  The  clubhouse  for 
the  players  has  been  modernized  for  the  present- 
day  larger  squads  and  the  modern  equipment 
necessary  to  training  methods. 

The  playing  field  is  second  to  none  in  any 
training  camp.'  Great  attention  has  been  paid  to 
the  rebuilding  of  the  infield  which  must  be  letter 
perfect  to  permit  the  same  excellence  of  play 
demanded  during  the  regular  season. 

The  lure  of  watching  the  Red  Sox  get  ready 
for  their  regular  season’ annually  attracts  many 
New  Englanders  to  Sarasota  to  combine  winter 
vacations  with  the  opportunity  of  watching  the 
baseball  players  perform.  Other  thousands  of 
visitors  from  many  states  join  the  "home"  fans 
so  that  other  teams  playing  at  Sarasota  are  as¬ 
sured  of  .a  cheering  section. 

The  first  two  weeks  of  the  spring  work  is  con¬ 
fined  to  conditioning  activities.  For  this  work  the 
gates  are  thrown  open  and  the  fans  crowd  the 
stands  and  enjoy  the  work  being  done  while 
forming  their  opinions  on  the  players  and  the 
team.  The  pitchers  and  catchers  usually  are  on 
hand  a  week  in  advance  to  get  ready  for  the  re¬ 
mainder  of  the  squad  when  it  reports. 

"Grapefruit  League"  games  usually  start  on 
the  second  Saturday  of  March.  This  year,  the 
opening  game  falls  on  March  9,  the  last  one  on 
April  8,  the  latest  a  Boston  team  ever  has  stayed 
in  Florida  for  spring  training.
